AKMY STUDIES ATTACK 
ON AU-BORNE INFECTIONS 

, Chanute Field, III.— Experiments 
conducted by the Commission of Air- 
borne^ Infections under the direction 
of the Surgeon General's office 
brought miliUry and naval authori- 
ties tothU post of the AAF Training 
command for a three day conference 
last week. 

Tests with certain types of oil 
which, when applied to floors and 
blankets, trap dangerous airborne 
viruses and bacteria were made in 
search for a method to reduce diph- 
theria, influenza, scarlet fever, and 
streptococcal infections. 

Heading the conference at Chanute 
Field were Col.^ Arthur H. Coriiss, 
post surgeon, and Ma j. Fred G. Gar- 
lock, sanitation corps medical inspec- 
tor. Headquarters for the commis- 
sion were set up at Chanute Field in 
1041 with similar experiments being 
conducted over that period.

Idle electric household devices to 
the number of nearly 13,000 have 
been rejuvenated and put to work in 
northern Illinois towns outside Chi- 
cago since the appliance "swap" cam- 
paign was started almost a year ago 
by the Public Service Company of 
Northern Illinois. Electric irons com- 
pose more than 30 percent of the 
total. 

The drive started^ last December 
when the War Production board 
issued a. nation-wide appeal that 
homes be- searched for. idle work-sav- 
ing devices that could be turned over 
to war workers -and ottiers unable to 
purchase-tbem due to wartime manu- 
facturing . restrictions. . 

Reports show • that more > than 4,000 
electric inns have been: taken in by 
dealers'thss far; Toasters rank second 
with 1,799: Also high on the list of 
items swapped are radios, 1,232; vacu- 
um cleaners, 1,083; lamps, 592; wash- 
ers, 532, and hot plates, 377. Other 
appliances^ include numerous clocks, 
fans, heaters, refrigerators, ranges, 
ironersj roasters, food mixers, motors, 

percolators and coffee makers.

'„^WITH AMEniCAN CAVALRY. 
SOUTHEAST OF NANCY, FRANCE. 
—Mechanized Amorlcnn covniry- 
men, largely from Brooklyn, the 
Bronx o-nd New Jersey, described 
during a lull in "kraut picking" how 
they wiped out a German armored 
column of SS troops with Indian-style 
::;tactic3. . 

This cavalry out/It has been in 
continuous contact with the Ger- 
iJlions for 39 days, and sometimes 
rlias been 40 to 50 miles ahead of the 
main body of troops, even in- 
cluding tile armored columns. 

Instead of horses they are usini; 
Jeeps with mqchine guns for ad- 
vanced work. At the moment the 
youths in this patrol were talking, 
Jeeps were racing around in the 
woods o few miles away, being used 
OS bait to lure several 50-ton Tiger 
tanks out of the forest where they 
could be engaged by the heavier 
' *v units. 

'We Worship That Muj.' 

While most of the youths in this 
part of the cavalry detachment are 
irom the metropolitan East, they 
?!:® ,^ed *)y a "foreigner," young 
Lieut. Marvin HeufTner of Racine, 
wis, 

"And you can put it right down 
now that we worship that mug like 
\ a god," burst out Sgt. Joseph Goro 
of Roritan. N. J. "He just sits up 
there at the head, smoking a ciga- 
rette while 20-mm. shells ny around, 
paying no more attention than if 
they were bees." 

The patrol had just come into the 
rain-swept wo^ds for a rest. But 
they had not the time to start a fire 
before orders came sending them 
out again. 

Not so many miles away lay the 
tangled wrecks of German ma- 
chines, with scores of bodies of some 
prize SS troops. 

"We just pickled them krauts," 
declarod Pvt, Al Barone of 7708 New 
Utrecht avenue, Brooklyn. 

"We saw them coming and let 
the first motorcyclist go by," Ser- 
geant Garo said. "The motorcyclist 
waved the column on and then we 
let fly." , * 

. "I chased the 'cyclist in my jeep 
with a machine-gun and got him. 
Then our armored car knocked out 
the first vehicle, tying up the whole 

column." 

Flee to the Woods. 

Corp, Joseph Ferraro of 2526 Val- 
entine avenue. New York City, said: 

"We opened up on one side of the 
German column and then the as- 
eault guns knocked out the rear ve- 
hicles, working methodically up to 
the front." 

What Germans were left fled into 
the nearby woods. \[ 

The armored colurr.i circled the 
wood nt high speed, Yring on the 
Germans like Indians in Custer's 
last stand.' The tactics proved good, 
for American casualties were one 
killed, against the.^illir;: and cap- 
turing of tf^arly aOj'GernK:---. 

Not all tno actions ihe C;..airy 
was engaged in wore like that, how- 
ever, as the group, in the anr.ured 
car found out in this hcr-.'Iy con- 
tested area the uil.rr ''"v. 
_ Their car was bracketed by shells 
and several wore wouni'cd. The 
driver, Corp. Casper Hakt of Pat- 
crson, N J., was hit h one leg, 
but he stayed at the wItcI and tried 
to get the armored car back to 
safety by drivuig through a town.

BOSTON.-TW0 new ploatlcs havr 
been made from the plnsmn of Red 
vrosg blood donors by Harvard med- 
ical school's deparlmont of physi- 
cal chemistry. 

One is synthetic membrane or 
■Kin, a thin, clastic nim which shows 
•ncouroging results in treating hu* 
man burns. The other is^a dark 
brown solid, nearly "as hard when 
prepared as a human rib, which 
•lowly softens when implanted in 
the body, with possibilities In medi- 
cal use just beginning to be ex- 
plored, says the New York Times. 
Both are described in current 
medical reports which for the Orst 
time tell some of the story of one 
of the most remarkable chemical ac- 
complishments of the war, the frac- 
tionation of human blood plasma in- 
to some of its mysterious parts. 

Previously announced were the al- 
bumin which the navy is using In the 
«ame way as whole. plasma for the 
wounded, the measles scrum used 
oy all the military forces and now 
going Into civilian medical practice, 
the fractions which stop bleeding of 
small vessels almost instantly, plas- 
tic films used in surgery to substi- 
tute for the hard lining of the brain 
called the dura, and substances the 
navy uses in blood typing. 

Film Drlci After BeeUiiff. 
The plastic membrane or skin be- 
ing used experimentally as a cover- 
ing for bums allows healing as rap- 
idly as by any other known method. 
This human plastic can be removed 
without pain or tearing of the burned 
. surface. When healing is comple'te 
the plastic film becomes dry and 
falls cfr. 

In this synthetic skin it is possible 
to incorporate the sulfas, penicillin, 
or other substances of local value 
In the healing of burns. 

Already 20 of the parts of plasma, 
each having a different Job in health, 
have been separated and concen- 
trated. In addition the further divi- .. 
slons of some of these fractlorjs ta- I a 
elude four hormones, two enzymes - 
and antibodies against 14 different 
diseases. 

When Dr. Edwin J. Cohn, head of 
the department of physical chemis- 
try, described the possibilities of hu- 
man plasma fractionation to the 
American Red Cross and to the bu- 
reau of medicine of the navy in j 
1940, the scientific exploration was" 
essentially complete. 

The development which has re- 
sulted in the building of seyen unique 
plasma % fractionation Industrial 
plants in several parts of the United 
States has been carried out In col- 
laboration with the navy under con- 
tract between the offlce of scientific 
research and development, and 
Harvard university. 

U*s a Big Task. 

The staggering task of separating 
human blood plasma can be visual-' 
Ized if one Imagines a human red 
blood corpuscle to be the size of the 
Harvard stadium. Remove 1he red 
and white corpuscles from the blood, 
and one has left the pbsma, made 
of water and protein partic'cs. The 
very biggest of these protein r""tl- 
cles would be only the longtii of a 
man's walking stick In Harvard , 
stadium. This would be a pc:ticle 
of fibrinogen, the protci.i which 
causes blood to c!ct end v.i.ich Is 
used in the new rcmedic:: for bleed- 
ing. 

Yet these protein molecules com- 
prise most of the varirj parts of 
the ocean of life which Is man's 
blood. They are, or tl;cy carry, his 
hormones, enzymes, and disease an- 
tibodies, and are responsible for 
electrical forces, c— '.otic pressures 
and hundreds of 'ether properties 
which make up th? riddle of living 
matter. 

This is i:.c job which the Har- 
vard laboratory undertook because 
of war. Since Dr. Cohn had stud- 
ied the proteins of plasma for many 
years he was asked by scientific au- 
thorilic:: !•.> :.3q what might be done 
with animal blood for human trans- 
fusion.
